The accused were 
acquitted on the ground of self de- 
fence. The testimony sho\v ed there was 
a conspiracy an the part of General 
Luna and others to kill Aguinaldo to 
make General Luna dictator. General 
Luna's death seems to have strength- 
ened Aguinaldos' leadership.

RULES CALLED UPON. 


His Advice Sought by the President In 


Selecting Officers. 


Washington, July 7.—Those persons 


who suppose that General Miles has been 
discredited by the president because of 
the attitude of Secretary Alger toward 
him may be interested to know that the 
president has called upon him for recom- 
mendations of officers to command regi- 
ments m the new volunteer contingent. 
The gena«l has also recommended cer- 
tain names for the president's considera- 
tion in connection with the two brigadier 
generalships provided for by the law 
under which these troops are raised. It 
is recalled that ait the outbreak of the 
war with Spain, the general was asked to 
recommerid officers for the staff places 
about to be filled. Every maa whose ap- 
pointment was made at his instance is 
sal<3 to have made a creditable record. 
The gossips are still busy withe the Idea 
that General Mites may be gent to the 
Philippines m person to wind up that 
campaign, as he did the one at Santiago, 
but no official confirmation can be ob- 
tained for the current rumors. 


The order for the enlistment of 10 new 


regiments of infantry provides that the 
strength of regiments, officers and. en- 
listed men will be ais provided for by 
sections 4 and 12 of the act of congress, 
aj>prove.d. March 2,1889. 


Of the" commissions! OTScers to t»e ap- 


pointed for each of these regiments the 
field and staff officers, including medical 
officers and captains of companies, will 
be assembled at regimen JM[ rendezvous, 
as hereafter designated, fc» the purpose 
of theoretical and practical instruction 
in organazation, military administration, 
drill regulations, discipline, hygiene, 
camp sanitation, etc. Daily instruction 
in the nomenclature, care and assembly 
of parts of the rifle and target practice 
will be a special feature of instruction 
of both officers and men. 


Applicants for corn-missions, except of- 


ficers of the regular army, will be re- 
quired to pass a satisfactory examina- 
tion as to age, moral, mental and physi- 
cal fitness and capacity to command 
troops, and must have had service during 
the Spanish-American war. 


The recruiting service of the regular 


army will be charged with recruiting 
from the country at large men for service 
in these volunteer regiments, whose en- 
listments will be made for the period end- 
ing June 30, iq01, unless sooner dis- 
charged, and without restrictions as to 
the citizenship or educational qualifica- 
tions, but in all other respects under the 
same rules and regulations as are pre- 
scribed for recruiting the regulan service. 
Except in special cases only unmarried 
men will be enlisted for these regiments, 
and in view of the'probable severe service 
of these regiments and the climatic con- 
ditions to which they unay be subjected, 
the physical qualifications of both offi- 
cers and enlisted men is of first Import- 
ance. Only those fully qualified will be 
appointed or enlisted. 


The lieutenants and two of the medical 


officers of each regiment will, as far as 
practicable, be assigned to duty as as- 
sistants to recruiting officers of the regu- 
lar army. 


Upon arrival of recruits at the regi- 


mental rendezvous the commanding: of- 
ficers of the regiments wlii assign them 
to companies, and the appointment and 
reduction of regimental and battalion 
non-commissioned officers and other en- 
listed grades will be governed by the law 
and army regulation!. 


Each regiment so organized will, for 


purposes of discipline and supply, be sub- 
ject to the orders Of the commanding 
general of the department In wjijch the

President Johnson,from Washington to 
Chlcago*by'way of Robin Hood's barn. 
Mr, Johnson planned the trip with in- 
finite cunning. He prided himself on 
being a commoner, and he believed 
that he understood the people and 
that if he could meet them face to face 
he could convince them that the presi- 
dent was right and congress wrong. To 
get the love of the-'people he carried 
with him General Grant, Admiral Pax- 
ragut, Secretaries Seward, Welles and 
Randall, Generali Ouster and other men 
well known to the people. He reason- 
ed that, accompanied by the popular 
idols of the day, he would be sure of 
enthusiastic reception everywhere. That 
was all that he asked. Give him a 
big crowd, and he was confident that 
he could win tnem over. 


The president started from "Wash- 


ington with a chip on his shoulder. The 
very fist crowd he met knocked it off 
without ceremony. 
It soon became 


clear the people were in a resentful 
mood, and after two or three clashes 
some of Mr. Johnson's best friends 
recommended a change of programme. 
Many ..believed that the president, see- 
ing the mood of the people, would 
yield, but they didn't know the man. 
I had seen him face all sorts of crowd/! 
while he was military governor of 
Tennessee. I had heard him scold the 
leading citizens of Nashville as he 
would a lot of school children; had 
seen him, when a mob threatened his 
life, stride out into the street and 
march the full length of the city at the 
head of a procession, carrying the stars 
and stripesrand 1 knew that he would 
relish keenly a scrap with those who 
defied him. 


At one point a crowd of 30,000 people 


had gathered, mainly to see Grant, 
Farragut and Seward. There was tre- 
mendous enthusiasm over the party, 
and the president was elated.

when he rose to speak the crowd hoot- 
ed and hissed and set up a great shout 
for Grant. The people had seen through 
the president's scheme and were turn- 
ing the tables on him by -using Grant 
and Farragut to humiliate and punish 
him.

"Wait- 
ing an instant, Grant raised his hand, 
made a gesture toward, Johnson and 
said clearly, "The president of the 
United States."'

spoke volumes. Grant's face was full 
of indignation and reproach, and the 
crowd, accepting his rebuke, listened 
to the president for_an hour. And the 
president did not spare the people. He 
scolded them to bis heart's content, re- 
plied to all their taunts, talked back to 
every man that opened his mouth and 
seemed to enjoy the performance as a 
war horse would a battle.. The people 
took the scolding in.«ood .pact and re- 
alized that they had come in contact 
with a new sort of president.

1 "In the little town of Round Rock, In 
Williamson county, Tex., not more 
than 30 miles distant from Austin, re- 
pose tho remains of one of the most 
desperate highwaymen that ever oper- 
ated in our section," said Mr. I. N. 
Crocker of the Loue Star State to a. re- 
porter. 


"It was in the spring of 1878 that 


Sam Bass met hib fate in this sleepy 
little town, and when he died with his 
boots on the southwest was rid of a 
criminal who was easily the poer of 
Jesse James, though he hadn't quno as 
Ions a run as. that noted outlaw. Bass 
was a product of Michigan—at least, 
his sister, a geutle girl, came down 
from some town in that state to see- 
that his body was decently interred. 


"Bass had collected about him a com- 


pany of as hardened thieves as ever 
engineered a hold up. Tho gang bad 
robbed a number of trains m Missouri 
and Arkansas and concluded they 
would make one more good haul in 
Texas before riding across the border 
into Mexico, where they proposed to 
stay in retirement for a season. 


"Bass had planned the looting of tho 


only bank at Round Rock as an easier 
job and doubtless a better paying one 
than tackling a train, which feat had 
been performed too often to be thor- 
oughly safe. 
By "changing his pio- 


gramrne to raiding a village bank there 
might be more lucre and less risk. 


"So on that lovely morning in May

Into the

NO MORE THORNS. 


The Perfection to Whlfih Fruits »nd Flow- 


ers Are Developing. 


The limit of improvement is not 


found in producing fruits of great size, 
beauty and sweetness. There are other 
desirable qualities that the horticultur- 
ist is anxious to obtain, and toward 
this end he is devoting his energies. 
One of the most noticeable trends of the 
science of fruit culture is toward the 
elimination of undesirable organs. The 
thorns of some of the citrus fruit trees 
and the prickles of such small berry 
bushes as the gooseberry, blackberry 
and raspberry are protuberances that 
have outlived their usefulness and are 
highly unpleasant They not only punc- 
ture the ripening fruits, but they often 
make harvesting exceedingly inconven- 
ient. Gardeners have long wished to 
do away with these thorns and prickles, 
but it is only comparatively recently 
that systematic efforts have been made 
to eliminate them. 


The thorns are conspicuous organs of 


our cultivated plants that have ceased 
to be of any value, for their original 
purpose of protecting the plants from 
animals has no force today in the gar- 
dens and fields. They should have been 
exterminated long ago. Through the 
careiul selection of plants that happen 
to be thornless, stocks are obtained for 
a new race of thornless plants. Others 
are noted for the few thorns that grow 
on them, and by judicious selection of 
seeds and grafts from these the same 
work is continued. Already gardeners 
have cultivated raspberry and blackber- 
ry canes that are entirely thornless, and 
by grafting improved varieties on these 
the desired end will soon be reached. 
The wild orange trees have many more 
thorns on them than, the budded stock, 
and the wild Florida lemons are thickly 
studded with thorns, while the grafted

The great battle of Torgau was at Ita 


height. The air was thick with hot, 
stifling smoke, ami the cannonade 
made the vefry earth tremble as col- 
umn after column of blue coated Prus- 
sian soldiers came sweeping forth 
from the wood that sheltered them 
from the flaming mouths of 400 cannon 
wlilch thundered incessantly against 
the wood held by tbe Prussians and 
against every living thing that Issued 
i'rom it. 


Twice the assailants had forced their 


way through the pelting shot, and 
twice they had been driven back with 
severe loss after a desperate conflict. 
In the mad hurly burly and confusion

for he cared little what risk he ran pro- 
vided his presence could do anything 
to turn the fortune of the .battle.

PEARY RELIEF EXPEDITION. 


Dr. Ortolan Outline* Work to Bo 


Done Ly the Steam Wbuler Diana. 
William Libhoy, D. 8c., professor of| 


physical geography and director of the; 
Princeton 
Museum 'of -Geology and 


Archeology, who has been appointed 
chief of the expedition to be sent out 
by the-Peary elnb of New York for the 
relief of Peary jn the Arcfjc regions, 
left Princeton, N. J., recently for 
North Sydney,, Cape Breton, to make 
final preparations for the expedition. 
Tbe Dianu, a steam bark whaler which 
has been chartered for the trip, is now 
being fitted out at North Sydney. The 
party will .he made up. of Professor 
Charles W. MacLure, head of the de- 
partment of biology; Arnold E. Ort- 
man, Ph. D.. curator of invertebrate 
paleontology, 
Charles F. Silvester, 


preparator in anatomy, with Professor 
Libbey, all of Princeton university, 
and two representatives of the United 
States coast survey. In an interview 
with a New York'Sun reporter Dr. Ort- 
iiian said: 


"Tbe first object of the expedition, 


of course, is to take' provisions and 
other supplies to Lieutenant Peary. 
His plan of 'reaching the pole is by 
short stages,, leaving at each stage a 
supply of provisions, so that it' any- 
thing wrong happens in his advance he 
can easily fall back on the nearest post. 
Wo shall aci»l from North Sydney about 
| July 17-and proceed to Disco Island, 
i from where we'shall go* along the coast 


j to Angelfield gulf. That is Peary's first 
| station, and we shall leave the supplies 


to be carried inland over the ice by 
natives with their dog teams to each of 
Peary's several relief stations up to the 
farthest point the explorer has reached.- 
Peary has irot been heard of for nearly 
a year, but there is no reason to fear 
that he is in trouble, for his scheme for 
advancing, although a glow one, is 
very safe. 
It is improbable that wa 


will meet him at Angelfield gulf. 


"After we have unloaded the Diana of 


the stores for Peary the return trip 
will he turned into a tour for scientific 
exploration. Chiefly deep sea investiga- 
tions will be carried on, and we shall 
take a carload of- specially prepared 
dredging apparatus to aid us. Very 
little is known of the fauna below the 
depth of 500 fathoms, and, as our ap- 
paratus will enable us to dredge to a 
depth of over 1,000 fathoms, we ex- 
pect to obtain-some extremely valuable 
and interesting results. Most of our ex- 
plorations in this line will be carried 
on in Baffin's bdy, where depths can he 
found of 3,000 fathoms in places. We 
expect 'to return home about the 1st of 
October."

Diver Bob Chase of Portland, Me., 


while excavating for a new wharf at 
Bangor, Me., tbe other day, came upon 
two cannon buried in tbe mud of the 
Penobscot river bottom. 
They were 


badly r.nst eaten, but upon being clean- 
ed they will make valuable souvenirs 
of the visit of Commodore Saltonstall's 
expedition to the Penobscot in 1779. 
This doughty warrior was not a Brit- 
ish commodore, as some people would 
like to have others believe, but he was 
an American fighter and was Gent by 
the government in 1779 to Castine to 
recapture this historic old place from 
the British. He bad a good fleet, well 
manned, and when he cast his anchor 
in front of the battlements of Castine 
he presented rather an imposing force 
before the enemy, eays the New York 
Son.

have probably captured the place, but 
he waited and waited, and days passed 
without the fight taking place.

"Our grandmothers did without bak- 


ing powder and were not sensible of 
any 
difficulty 
in preparing 
quick 


dough," writes Ella Morris Kretschmar 
in The Woman's Home Companion. 
" But one wonders if results wc-re not 
oftentimes crude because of the nico 
care necessary in using soda^ In fact, 
there are certain legends respecting 
greenish yellow or spotted biscuit at 
which the present generation of house- 
keepers smile, thanks to baking pow- 
der. Soda, an alkali very injurious to 
the stomach, should never be used with- 
out an acid to render it a neutral -salt, 
as cream of tartar, muriatic acid or 
BOUT milk, and the proportion must be 
exact or the mixture will be either acid 
or alkaline. 


"Pure baking powders are simply a 


misture of bicarbonate of soda and 
cream of tartar in their proper propor- 
tions, with , perhaps twice their com- 
bined weight of rice flour, comstarch 
or plain flour to insure their keeping. 
If really pure, they cannot be called in- 
jurious, the danger lying in the use of 
powders having impure ingredients, of 
which quantities are doubtless sold 
daily. • So sensible have hqjisekeepers 
become of these adulterations that many 
are going back to the use of' soda and 
cream.' of tartar, the' use of which, as in- 
dicated, requires both intelligence and 
care. If one is dependent upon the 
average cook a standard" baking -powder 
is the safest relianca 


"In the making of quick doughs (by 


use either of baking powder or soda and 
cream of tartar) thfcre are two points 
not given in any cookbook, so far as the 
writer knows, which add greatly to per- 
fection in results. To make such dough 
proceed as follows: 


"Into one quart of flour (measured 


before sifting) put a level teaspoonful 
of salt and 2 heaping teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, or a level teaspoon- 
ful of soda and 2 Bounding ones of 
cream of tartar, mix thoroughly with 
the -.hands and then sift twice. Nest 
add a heaping tablespoonful of butter 
or butter and *ard mixed, rub up 
lightly with the hands and again put 
through^ the sieve, pressing the last 
heavier part through with the fingers or 
hand. Now toss the mixture lightly 
about as when first, putting in the bak- 
ing .'powder, and it •will be found that 
the shortening is distributed with per- 
fect evenness through the floliir. Have 
ready a scant" pint of sweet milk in a 
mixing bowl~and into this put half of 
the flour. *• Beat hard for a few minutes, 
when the mixture will be as smooth as 
satin. Add rapidly the rest of the flour, 
roll out quickly, cut (if for biscuit) and 
bake at once in a rather hot oven. 


"Some flours require more wetting 


than others, but the rule for guidance 
is 'a dough as soft as can be handled.' 
A little flour more or' less will not 
spoil the general result if other direc- 
tions are carefully followed."

CONSUMPTIVES' HEADS. 


A Medical Man Says That aa a Bale They 


Are Flat Sided. 


Consumptives have flat sided heads. 


This interesting discovery has been 
made by Dr. Mark L Knapp of New 
York. His paper on tho subject, read 
before the NC.W York County Medical 
association, isv printed in The Medical 
Record. 


One of tho conclusions of Dr. Knapp 


is that tuberculosis can neither be in- 
fectious nor communicable. This is the 
opinion heid by Dr. Shrady, editor of 
The Medical Record, and is the opinion 
not held by Dr. Wilson and his associ- 
ates of the New York city board of 
health. 


However this deduction is regarded 


by medical men generally, Dr. Knapp 
does not intend to be understood as say- 
ing that the fact that a man has a fiat 
sided head (called medically a piano- 
parietal head) either already has or that 
he of necessity is doomed to have tuber- 
culosis. That this assumption would be 
absurd Dr. Knapp shows by saying that 
centenarians and athletes are recruited 
from the ranks of the plano-parictals. 
Nor does he wish to be understood as 
meaning that tuberculosis modifies tbe 
contour of a bead which previously had 
been of a different shape. Dr. Knapp 
says his statements are substantiated by 
a few hundred cases, of which 477 were 
collected from four New York hospitals. 
In all these cases only four exceptions 
to the rule were found. 


The most 
important 
conclusion 


reached by Dr. Knapp is that the foun- 
dation of tuberculosis is laid in early 
life, and therefore the way to save the 
adult is to guard the child.

POINT OF AGREEMENT. 


The anti-administration papers were 


ivery quick to call attention, to the re- 
ported disagreements between the mili- 
tary and civil members of the Philip- 
pine commission when it was said that 
Bchurman and Otis had widely different 
opinions as to the best method of quel- 
ling the insurrection. They have not 
been so anxious to call attention, to an 
fegrement on, an important point. Gen- 
eral Otis was requested by the war de- 
partment to cable a resume of the situ- 
ation in the Philippines to Washington 
for the president on, his return from 
•western Massachusetts. In reply the 
feeneral sent a cable message which was 
longer than, any he had before sent. His 
report is to the effect that the jus-urrec- 
kiaa was wholly confined to- the island 
of Luzon, that all the other islands 
[wanted peace, were friendly to the 
(United States government and were 
anxious tor the Aguinaldo power to be 
(overthrown. 


Schurman has just returned from a 


IVfsit to the southern islands of the 
archipelago. He had conferences with 
leading men of Mindanan and of most 
of the southern islands. His testimony 
Is that outside of Luzon there is no op- 
position to the United States authority. 
The people want peace to follow their 
pursuits and are not desirous of having 
an Aguinaldo government. ' The young 
sultan who flourishes in the south- 
eastern part of the archip&lago is 
anxious for friendly relations with the 
United States government. So Gen- 
eral Otis and President Schurman agree 
on a very important point. There is no 
rebellion in the Philippines but what is 
confined to the island of Luzon. 


General Otis says in his cable that the 


Luzon insurrection's greatest hope is 
in its sympathizers in the United 
States. It is well understood that 
'Aguinaldo and his followers believe 
that the present United States ad- 
ministration is to be overthrown and 
that one will be established to reverse 
the present policy and recognize the 
Philippines as an independent state 
tinder 
an 
Aguinaldo 
government. 


Clinging to this hope Aguinaldo main- 
tains his opposition to American au- 
thority. This opinion about the over- 
throwing of the American government 
and reversal of policy is circulated as 
much as possible among the people of 
Luzon with the result that the people 
hesitate. 
The people quite C'PII'V 


show that they do not want the des-

Those who wish to testify upon any 
of these subjects are requested to noti- 
fy Commissioner Clarke at 77 Bedford 
street as soon as possible, so that they 
may be officially invited to appear. 
Witness fees and traveling expenses are 
not provided for by the act of congress 
creating the commission, but the com- 
mission is authorized to send for per- 
sons ami pa,pers and to administer 
oaths and affirmations."

STAMPEDE OF THE CELESTIALS. 


Harry A. Armntren* Tells Bow 


Attacking Party Settled * (fcvarrel 
of LOOK Stamdlmr — <l»e*r Sailor 
ROB** of the Chtne»ei Bamboo Fer- 
ry at tae Rtr«r. 
Harry A. Armstrong, the Chicago 


Record's Philippine correspondent writ- 
ing from Calnmplt under date of May, 
13 about the Filipinos and Chinese, 
says: 


One Chinaman is missing this morn- 


ing. Some day his body will be found 
or else his skeleton, for it is well un- 
derstood that he is the victim of Fili- 
pinos. 


Last night about 12 o'clock all in tbe 


big division hospital were sleeping, 
and the only things stirring under tbe 
big roof of the warehouse, where the 
cots are, were the lizards and the ants. 
But the stillness was broken by a great 
commotion across the Rio Grande, 
where the Chinamen who are rebuild- 
ing the railroad were camped. The 
camp was in a picturesque little spot- 
was, because the blackened pots and 
the opium retreats have been moved to 
a safer place—where a grove runs 
down to the water's edge, where a 
trench stretches its treacherous length 
far back into the country. 
Cries of 


"Ooh! Aah! Waki!" first came like the 
alarm of a flock of birds. Shrieks of 
terror and sounds of band to band con- 
flict followed close after the first 
alarm. Then there was a splash in 
the river, as if some one had thrown a 
great stone into the eddying water. 


In the hospital there was, slight con- 


fusion. Major Rafter, who belongs to 
the Twentieth Kansas' medical staff, 
got out the guard, and, with their 
Springfields, lined them up where some 
protection was afforded by the brick 
wall of the building. He deployed a 
dozen men into the ruined rice mill on 
the right of the warehouse, all of 
which overlook the river.. There were 
few men in the hospital who were un- 
able to wield a rifle in. the emergenc?, 
and in a* short time the major had his 
place well protected from attack. 
Then, too, Laguna de Bay, the river 
gunboat, lay at the bridge. Her of 
cers pulled up anchor and silently 
floated down toward where the strug- 
gle was going on. Her men. had turn- 
ed out and stood over their guns. Not 
a shot was fired by either side, but the 
cries of the Chinamen mingled with 
the well known yell of the Filipinos. 


Splash after splash came, and as the 


splashes increased they were like the 
dumping of a load of "bricks from a 
bridge. 
The Chinamen threw them- 


selves into the water "without the for- 
mality of a dive and came swimming 
across, clothes and all, blowing and 
sputtering and chattering. 
As the 


"spashes increased the- cries of combat 
decreased, until the last Chinaman but 
one was in the river, swimming across 
to the shelter of tbe hospital. 


They gathered there in dripping force 


and told their tale with many gesticu- 
lations. They were sleeping or smok- 
ing opium, they said, when the alarm 
was given. They were attacked by the 
Filipinos. They were unarmed, and the 
attacking party may have been made 
up of amigos, or alleged peaceful Fili- 
pinos who are back at their homes and 
tilling their farms. They came down 
that abandoned trench and attacked 
the drowsy Chinamen, against whom 
they have a quarrel of long standing. 
What has become of the missing 
Chinaman no one know's,today. But 
he was the sole'victim of this attack. 


Here'is a ferry of bamboos, and it 


carries' across, from bank to bank 
heavy wagonloads of ammunition and 
provisions for the army at San Fernan- 
do while the engineering corps Is fix- 
ing 'the big bridge from -which, the 
Filipinos tore rails and girder?. 


All day long- the singsong of the 


Chinese ferrymen "floats on the breeze. 
It is, "Ha la, ha lo, ha. lo, wah-ee." 
At least that is how it sounds to a 
western ear. The 'loaded ferry goes 
over looped to a rope that spans the 
stream and comes back again 'empty. 
Then the song takes1 a-jolly turn, and 
the straw hatted toilers laugh as they 
chant "Ha la, na lo.'ha lo, wah-ee." 
Five bull carts go on ar load—five, be- 
cause there is not room for more. The 
raft would bear twice the weight, for 
every pole is Water tight, with bulk- 
heads at every joint. First a layer of 
poles, and then a cross section, well 
lashed together7 and a ferry Is.made 
which will carry two big mule wagons 
or five bull carts or six span of horses 
or mules or a heavy battery, with its 
mules and men. 


But tbe picturesque feature is the 


Chinamen and tbeir queer sailor songs. 
Above them i? the long iron bridge. 
Below them is the ruined rice mill, and 
beyond is the grassy bend /where 
Funston crossed. The day will soon 
come when the wagons will cFpss the 
bridge, and the ferry will float aimless- 
ly back and forth on the tide thit ebbs 
and flows in the Rio Grande. 


WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


fea*e«at'a How Ela» of Transmittta* 


Hertmtaa Wave* to *ae Cofeever. 
Guglielmo Marconi has secured an- 


other patent on tae improvements in 
hia wireless telegraphy 
apparatus, 


making three in alL His latest patent, 
Issued June 27, covers tbe main fea- 
tures of tbe apparatus now used by 
Marconi for receiving aerial mesSageg. 
In bis original apparatus the inventor 
gathered the Hertzian waves by 
means of an insulated aerial conductor 
directly connected with an imperfect 
contact, or coherer, in a local circuit 
He now transmits the waves to the 
coherer through an Induction coil, the 
primary of which is connected with 
tbe aerial conductor and tbe secondary 
with the coherer. The Induction coil 
is constructed of very thin wire not 
over one-fiftieth of a centimeter in di- 
ameter, the windings being in a single 
layer, and it is desirable that the coil 
should be in tune with the electrical 
oscillation transmitted, a result which 
may be attained by varying the turns 
aud thickness of the wire. There is a 
condenser on the connection between 
the secondary coil and the coherer, 
composed of six tinfoil or copper plates 
Insulated by paraffin paper. The usual 
local battery and relay and choking 
coils to prevent the oscillations from 
running into the battery are used. 


Marconi claims that the introduction. 


of the coil in the conductor not only 
improves the signals, but also prevents 
to a great extent any interference due 
to atmospheric causes, as any atmos- 
pheric electricity collected by the aerial 
conductor escapes to earth through 
the primary of the coil, thus prevent- 
ing a charge from accumulating and 
discharging itself through the coherer. 
Thus the improved receiver, properly 
attuned to the transmitter, will receive 
only such electrical waves or aerial 
messages as are intended for it. Mar- 
coni, according to a Washington dis- 
patch to the New York Sun, now uses 
two forms of aerial conductor, one 
Composed of seven strands of copper 
wire, 140 feet long, the top of the con- 
ductor being 120 feet from the ground, 
the other being a galvanized iron wire 
netting about 2 feet broad and 130 
feet long, the top of the netting being 
110 feet above the ground. Marconi 
has found it desirable that the con- 
ductor should offer a broad surface for 
the collection of the incoming electrical 
oscillations as well as for their trans- 
mission. 


MURPHY SAVED HIMSELF. 


CyelUt Tells How He Boarded tbo 


L 
Car at Finloh of Famous Ride. 


• Charles M. Murphy, who recently 
rode a bicycle one mile in 57 4-5 sec- 
onds, paced by a locomotive, near May- 
wood, N. Y., was able the other day to 
give his first clear statement of the per- 
ilous ride. Concerning the manner of 
his getting aboard the moving train, 
Murphy gives ^ version at variance 
with the stories of .those who helped 
him to the platform, but no less sensa- 
tional. 


It had not been prearranged, Murphy 


said, that he should board the car at 
the finish of the mile ride, but he knew 
that men would be stationed on the 
rear platform to catch him in case of 
collision between his wheel and the car 
or in the event of his being unable to 
pull out of the hood at the end of the 
journey. How he got aboard is best 
told in his own words. 


"It seemed to me," he said, "as if the 


hand of God- lifted me onto that train. 
'After a handkerchief had been flutter- 
ed before my eyes for several seconds 
I realized that 'I had completed the 
mile. Then like a flash I decided it 
would be easier to get on the train 
than to back pedal out of the hood. I 
realized the danger, but had no fear. 


"I then deliberately rode my wheel 


up against the fender, and as I struck 
it the wheel seemed to fly up behind 
me. In an instant I had my knee on 
the fender and had grabbed one of the 
arms outstretched to me. All this I 
did before any one on the platform 
had caught hold of me. I was pulled 
upon the platform so quickly I don't 
know how it was done, but as I landed 
I purposely turned face downward to 
escape the blinding cloud of dust that 
followed me up." 


Murphy says that the track had a 


wavy motion, and he gave as a reason 
for It that the engine was too heavy 
for the roadbed, says the New York 
Herald. 
He avers that lie dropped 


back out of the nood to escape this mo- 
tion and that he could have ridden in 
close to the car at any point of the 
journey. 
He does not remember to 


have fainted after being pulled aboard 
tbe train, though the doctor who at- 
tended him says that he did. Murphy 
has suffered no visible ill effects from 
his ride, and he declares that he feels 
in splendid condition. He says he will 
make no more rides behind engines un- 
less paid well for it. -

Monkey* to Pick: Cotton. 


Seth Warner, a leading long staple 


'cotton planter near Paris, Tex.; has re- 
ceived a letter from W. T. Knight of 
Hazlehurst, Miss., proposing tp ship 
him 50 monkeys, to be used In gather- 
Ing his crop in the fall, says the St. 
fyouis Globe-Democrat. He offers to 
send a trainer along and guarantees 
them to pick 125 to 150 pounds per day 
each. He claims they gather cotton 
cleaner than negro labor, at less than 
half the cost and pick in all kinds of 
iweather. They belong to the sphag- 
talis species. The males weigh 110 
pounds and the females 90. They were 
successfully experimented with last 
year at Smedes and on other Missis- 
sippi plantations.

Tests Being Made of the Maxim 


Automatic,.' 


KILLORAN PARDONED TODAY, 


Received Stolen Goods, But ^Vas III, 


and Governor 
Gave 
Him 


Chance for Life. 


Patrick Killoran of Lawrence, -who 


was serving a sentence of a year in the 
Pittsfield aail for receiving stolen goods, 
having been implicated in the theft of 
diamonds from this city and arrested at 
the time that Susie Simmons was taken 
n Pittsfield, received a pardon from 
Governor Wolcott this morning. 


Efforts have been made to secure this 
ardon for some time, and the petition 
or it was laid before the governor 
.pril 20. Nothing more hg.d been heard 
rom it, and Killoran had flven up hope 
vhen the pardon came. He was sen- 
enced for a year in the house of cor- 
ection, which would not have expired 
until December 14. Those who were 
nost active in securing the pardon wera 
longressman 
Knox, 
Representative 


ullivan and M. J. Murphy, all of Law- 
ence. 
Killoran was overcome with joy when 
he news was brought to him. He had 
given up hope of ever being free again 
>efore his death, as he has been very ill 
and did not expect to live another 
month, he said, after being released. 


He says now that after spending a 


ew days in Lawrence among friends he 
will go to New Mexico, where he hopes 
o recover his health. 


Negotiations have been in progress 


for several days, the final papers of 
which will probably be signed this 
afternoon, by which. Swift & Bond of 
the Wilson house sell the remaining 
year of their lease on the building to 
John Barry of this city. This lease will 
include the furnishings of the house, 
and Mr. Barry will buy the supplies on 
hand.

FOE 8B1VIOE BT TBOOP8 IK TROPICS 


Such Ordnmc* 'Would Be of Great 


V*Ia« In the Philippine Campaign. 
Automatic* Gna Better Than One 
Operated With a Crank—Why Colt 
Can Wa» Cho«en by the Navy. 
' Tests are n'ow being conducted at 
the Springfield arsenal of the Maxim 
automatic machine gun with a view 
to its adoption for use by the army. 
The ordnance department of the army 
has had under consideration for sev- 
eral months the selection ot an auto- 
matic gun for service by troops in the 
tropics. Different types of automatic 
guns have been examined and tested. 
In the navy, after an investigation of 
nearly three years, the Colt automatic 
gun was placed in competition with a 
number of other inventions, among 
them the Acclea, a French invention, 
the Gardner, the Skoda and the Max- 
im. 


Of these • machine guns, the Colt, 


Skoda and Maxim were operated auto- 
matically and the others wero fired by 
the turning of a crank. The automatic 
guns have an almost continuous fire of 
nearly 150 rounds per minute, says the 
New York Sun. 


Machine guns use the small arm 


metallic ammunition, which is of the 
same caliber as the rifle ammunition. 
Several satisfactory tests have been 
conducted by machine guns manipu- 
lated by a crank, but few automatic 
guns have presented such advantages 
as to recommend their adoption. The 
advantages claimed by the Maxim in- 
ventors for their gun are its lightness 
and 
consequent 
mobility, 
freedom 


from damage due to "hang fires," 
great directive facility, due to absence 
of crank effort; small crew required, 
continuity of fire, facility of packing 
and stability of cartridges, due to the 
design of the feed belt. The navy de- 
partment recognized some time ago 
that the efficiency of the automatic 
gun was much greater than that of 
any gun worked by hand and decided 
•upon the adoption of a gun of this type 
for landing parties. 


The Maxim gun has been used in 


several services since 1888, and less 
than two years ago was adopted by 
the German navy. The tests conduct- 
ed at Springfield hare proved tdghly 
satisfactory, but further tests will be 
given the gun with the new rimless 
cartridge. The points being consid- 
ered by the board of officers at Spring- 
field are as follows: The certainty of 
fire, simplicity of the 
mechanism 


an<l its liability to ,get out of order in 
service, accuracy and facility of airoefl 
fire, rate of flrerwelght of gun, method 
of feed and ammunition supply, ease 
and convenience of manipulation and 
crew required. 


The Maxim gun is operated by a 


crew of two men, the cartridges being 
fed into the gun on a long belt which 
passes through the firing chamber from 
left to right. This gun is constructed 
for several kinds '"of service. 
It is 


built on parapet mounting for fortifica- 
tion, and when so constructed can be 
drawn into position by one man. 
Its 


total weight is less than 54 pounds, 
and it can be so dissembled as to pack 
on mules or be carried on the shoulders 
of soldiers, as, would a knapsack. The 
Maxim gun was used with great effect 
In the Matabele and Chitral campaigns 
in 1893,1894 and 1895. An illustration 
of their effectiveness is given in the 
London Daily News describing their 
use against the Matabele •warriors. The 
News says: 


"Most of these men had probably 


never seen a machine gun in their 
lives. Their trust was in their spears, 
for in all their rude experience of war- 
fare they have never known an enemy 
to withstand them. 
In how many 


European armies would men who had 
survived one shower of hail from mod- 
ern artillery come forward to try their 
luck again? These savages were equal 
to the attempt, but once more the Max- 
im swept them down In the dense 
masses of tjieir concentration." 


It is not improbable that the test of 


the Maxim gun will be hurriedly com- 
pleted and that orders for this or some 
other automatic gun, to be delivered to 
the army as soon as possible, will be 
given by the ordnance department 
That their use in the Philippine cam- 
paign, where they can be carried 
through marshfields and points inac- 
cessible to heavy artillery, would be of 
great advantage is clearly recognized 
by officers of the army, and General 
Bufflngton will be urged to provide the 
Maxim or some other automatic gun 
for use in the tropics.

Defender,

New York, July i.—By the race be- 


tween tha new cup defender, Columbia, 
and tuie old one. Defender, sailed yes- 
terday over a triangular course of 30 
miles—10 miles to a leg—it has been 
plainly demonstrated that no matter

The yachts were immediately taken in 
tow and brought up the bay. 


The race was an informal trial for a 


cup offered by the New York Yacht club. 
The official trials will occur in Septem- 
ber. 


Herbert Leeds, on behalf of Mr, Ise- 


tlng sails. 


The Columbia won the race by a mar- 


gin of 3 minutes and 53 seconds (un- 
official time). 
There la no doubt she 


would have won by a larger margin if 
her sails had fitted as well as the De- 
fender's. 


In the windward work, while the wind 


was strong, the Columbia was unable 
either to outfoot or outpoint the De- 
fender, chiefly on account of the bacl 
set of her clubtopsail, jibtopsail and 
forestaysail. 
She covered the first leg 


of 10 miles to windward three minutes 
faster than the Defender, but one min- 
ute of that sain was made when the 
wind became light, and less than two 
miles from the turning point. 


On the second leg the Columbia gained 


58 seconds. It was a reach, both yachts 
carrying large (not balloon) jibtopsails. 
On the last leg—close-hauled work in a 
light breeze—the Columbia lost five" sec- 
onds to the D.ef ender, probably by rea- 
son of a shift of wind, which favored the 
Defender. 


The Columbia's forestaysails and club- 


topsajl are anything but perfect, and 
cracked in the wind like a teamster's 
whip, demonstrating that in a general 
way she will need a good deal of tuning 
up. 
Yet, based upon the showing she 


made as a better boat than the De- 
fender, under adverse conditions, the 
nautical sharps are strongly convinced 
that Sir Thomas will sail home without 
the silver mug, the possession of which 
has given us the yachting supremacy of 
the world since 1851. But the race was 
an unsatisfactory one. Shifting, baf- 
fling winds and a bad, lumpy sea, with 
dirty rain squalls, made the conditions 
anything but ideal for yachting. 


The sudden shifting of the wind pro- 


vented a trial at running with spin- 
nakers. In light weather, close hauled, 
therefore, it can be said that she is un- 
doubtedly the Defender's superior, but 
what she can do in a piping bresze re- 
mains to be seen. 


A thick haze hung over the harbor 


when the two yachts left their anchor- 
ages off Thompinsville. There was con- 
siderable 
delay at the start. 
The 


breeze had freshened as the yachts got 
outside, and a lumpy sea was running. 
After Commodore Morgan's flagship, the 
Corsair, had signalled the course, and 
the'racers had cast off their lines, a 
sharp rain scjuall killed the breeze. But 
the squall was brief, and half an hour 
later a steady 12-knot breeze was blow- 
ing from the southwest. 


The Corsair signalled the first leg 


from the irindward down the Jersey 
coast, and the yachts began to jockey 
for positions. 
Captain Barr had the 


tiller of the Columbia, and 
Captain 


Rhodes had the helm of the Defender. 
After the preparatory gun was fired, the 
Columbia, without waiting for "the start- 
ing gun, headed aicross the line. This 
was a blunder on the part of Captain 
Barr, or it was designedly done to give 
the Defender a start equal to her time 
allowance, which is figured at about 
two minutes. 
Just as the starting gun 


boomed, the Defender crossed on the 
port tack. 
Meantime the Columbia 


jibed and returning came about and 
headed for the line, crossing it exactly 
two minutes after the Defender. 
Both 


yachts carried forestaysails, jibs, baby 
jibtopsails and clubtopsails. 


The beat to windward made a beauti- 


ful race. 
The interest was intense for 


the first few minutes, as the giantesses 
with everything close hauled entered 
upon their test of speed. 
The Defender 


had the weather gauge by 100 yards, and 
was several lengths in the lead. 
The 


crews of both yachts were piled alons 
the weather rails. 


At first the Columbia seemed to out- 


foot her rival, and there seemed to be 
no ditference in their ability to hug the 
wind. 
Then both boats went over on 


the starboard tack for a long leg. 
They 


heeled until yards of their bronze bodies 
were exposed. 
The Columbia seemed 


more tender than the Defender as she 
lay down to her work. 
Sometimes 


when she smashed' a big wave ' she 
•hipped some water forward. 
Then the 


talent began to get nervous. Gradually, 
but surely, the Defender was drawing 
ahead, and it was also apparent that she 
was pointing higher than the Columbia. 


The Defender's sails fitted perfectly, 


and every inch of canvass drew. 
The 


clubtopsail of the Columbia, on the 
other hand, was loose and cracked in the 
ti'ind. , The forestaysall did not draw.

TOR DINNER TABLES. 


"Table centers are no longer the 


mode." This./statement has been re- 
peated at regular intervals by one fash- 
ion oracle or another for several years 
past, yet the slip of silk or brocade, del- 
icate gauze or simpler linen is still with 
us, for the "touch of color" it affords is 
not to ' be lightly foregone by those 
whose means will not permit a lavish 
display of gorgeous hothouse flowers, 
costly silver and what some shopkeep- 
ers are pleased to call "the latest style 
in table crystal." 


Moreover, a table center affords ex- 


cellent opportunities for the display of 
dainty stitchery. Imagine, for example, 
that-the spread is to be used in a dining 
room, furnished-with Sheraton type fur- 
niture -and decorated in a correspond- 
ingly light and fanciful style. In such 
circumstances nothing will be more ap-

STRIKERS STILL OUT 


Another Meeting of Arnold 


Prints Works Employes 


Results in Nothing. 


MAY BE SETTLED TOMORROW 


When A. C. Koughton Will Be Here. 


Cause of Ihe Misunderstanding. 


A Few of 
the 
Machines 


are Runn'n] Today. 


Another meeting of the strikers from 


tho Arnold print works was held this 
morning, but it resulted in nothing, and 
the men and girls who are concerned 
in the affair are still out. No commit- 
tee was sent to the company, and the 
meeting was simply the occasion of 
considerable discussion. 


Most of the attack in the discussion 


was towards the head of the depart- 
ment, Mr. Mclntyre, whom the strikers 
say is responsible for the misunder- 
standing between them and the man- 
agement. They think the company is 
not familiar with the actual state of 
affairs, and hope that ar. understanding 
can be reached. 


Another meeting will be held tomor- 


row morning, and as A. C. Houehton is 
expected to return to the city this eve- 
ning, a committee of the strikers -nil) 
be sent to him. It is hoped that at this 
conference some definite understanding 
will bo reached. 


The grievance of the strikers seems 


to be based on the different grades of 
cloth that is run. through the works. 
The cloth on which the folders are ex- 
pecte.d to do 450 piecss a day is 30 inches 
wide. 
Before this was manufactured 


the folders had done 500 pieces a. day of 
24 inch cloth. Of late, however, the 30 
inch cloth has been all that was made, 
and the folders have therefore had 450 
pieces established as a day's work. 


At the present time the company is 


beginning to manufacture the 24 inch 
cloth again, and this is just coming to 
the folding room. The order making 
500 pieces a day's work which caused 
the strike would have been acceptable to 
the workers, they say,, if it had covered 
only the 24 inch cloth. But the strikers 
say that there was still a good deal of 
30 inch cloth running throught 
the 


machines, and that the new orders in- 
cluded this to be done at the same rate 
as the 24 inch cloth. 
This they say 


they refnsed to do, as 30 inch cloth has 
always been measured at a different 
rate from the 24 inch cloth. 


The misunderstanding seems_to have 


arisen from a difference of opinion as 
to how much more of the 30 inch cloth 
there was to do. The strikers r^z-et 
the necessity of taking such action as 
leaving the works, but feel that there 
was no other course, and that the head 
of the department was responsible for 
the misunderstanding, with the com- 
pany. 
"When the full facts are dis- 


cussed by the two sides tomorrow it is, 
believed that an understanding will be 
reached that will settle the trouble. 


The company today has four of the 


14 hooking machines running and the 
other departments of the works are 
not affected.

$4,000,000 TO BE ADDED, 


To the City's Valuation This Year by 


the Assessors. 


The assessors are hard at work figur- 


ing up their lists, but do not expect to 
be able to give out any very defimita 
announcements as to .the valuation, 
and tax rate until well into August. 
The only sure thing is th-at the valua- 
tion will have to be increased to about 
$13^,000,000. There is to be raised by tax- 
ation, a little over $256,000, an increase 
of $50,000 over last year's budget, and 
this will have to be raised on the same 
property, as the new taxable property 
will not more than offset the loss oc- 
casioned by the reduction of the num- 
ber cf licenses, which was about $5000. 


E_ycnd all this, it is necessary to have 


the valuation so that next year the- rate 
for current expenses, will not exceed $12 
on $1000, as this iS'Called for by a state 
law. The assessors say these conditions 
necessitate the raising of the valuation 
of the city from $9,000,000 to 13,000,000, 
and they expect to be roundly de- 
nounced by many taxpayers who do not 
understand that th&y are merely doing 
clerical work and are not responsible 
for the conditions that exist. 


Valuations were increased consider- 


ably last year, and the assessors expect 
the coming rise will produce volumes 
of protest and undeserved abuse.

Good News For Brakemen 


The period during which the rail- 


roads of the country are required to 
equip their cars with safety brakes and 
couplers expires on January 1 next. 
After that date it will be the duty of 
the interstate commerce commission 
according to the law, to cause the pros- 
ecution of all roads failing to equip 
their cars and engines with the neces- 
sary apparatus. When this act was 
passed in 1893 it was intended to be- 
come operative January 1, 1898, but an 
extension of two years was made on 
account bf tho fact that many of the 
roads had been unable to provide the 
machinery demanded by law. No fur- 
ther extensions of time will be made, 
and by the first of the year all freight 
cars will be supposed to be equippfd 
with automatic couplers working by 
impact and which can be coupled with- 
out the necessity of men going between 
the ends of the cars.
